The clot, he says, must have 
formed immediately after the sting, and 
was carried through the arteries into 
the heart, whose action it stopped.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—The income 
tex provision as agreed to finally by 
the House and Senate conferees, is as 

follows: 

Bachelors will be assessed 1 per cent 
upon incomes of from $3000 per annum 
up to $20,000. Married men will pay the 
same tax on incomes of $4000. 

Thus the premium which has been 
put upon marriage amounts to only $10 
a year, for there will be no exemption 
for children and none above $4000 in 
cases where the wife has a separate 
incomé. 

Incomes between $29,000 and $60,000 wi]: 
be assessed 2 per cent; betweeh $50,000 
and $75,000, 3 per cent; between $75,000

development. He said that, at the pres- 
ent rate, it would take 98 years to 
bring the parks here to the level of 
those in other cities. 

He said a new park in Central South 
St. Louis was needed, about 100 acres 
in area, and that a swimming pool, like 
the Fairground pool, should be located 
there. These and other needed  de- 
velopments, he said, could be obtained 
by a bond issue, and he _ suggested 
$2,500,000 as a suitable amount for suca 
an issue. 

‘In 10 years,” he said, “Chicago has 
spent $10,000,000 on parks, while in 35 
years we have spent $1,500,000. New 
York spends 10 cents for every person 
who takes a bath in one of the public 
bath houses or pools; we spent a cent 
and a half on each of our bathers.”’ 

He said that a dollar spent on parks 
would bring more beneficial results than 
a dollar spent in almost any other line 
of municipal work. The ideal condition, 
he said, would come about when there 
should be a playground within a half- 
mile of every populous neighborhood. 

Davis spoke of the Dwight F. Davis 
tennis championship cup, of which he 
is the donor, and which has lately 
been brought back from England to the 
United States. He said he hoped that 
the future winner of the cup would pe 
trained on the St. Louis playgrounds. 

“Don't consider the playgrounds a 
charity,’’ he said, *‘they are an invest- 
ment. The poor man’s boy has a right 
to the same privileges of outdoor recre- 
ation that the rich man’s boy gets,’’ 


FLIGHT ACROSS ATLANTIC |]. 
POSSIBLE, GARROS THINKS 


A jury in Judge Grimm's court Friday 
returned a verdict of $60,000 in damages 
for Harry Gaus, a manufacturer, who 
was suing H. C. Henley, Chief of the 
St.-Louis Fire Prevention Bureau, and 
30 fire insurance companies for alleged 
false arrest. Of the award, $30,000 was 
for actual and $10,000 for punitive dam- 
ages. 

A jury previously gave Gaus a verdict 
for $60,500, but the Judge granted 2 new 
trial} on the ground he had erred in 
permitting testimony that the combined 
capital stock of the insurance companies 
was more than $1,000,000,000. Gaus sued 
for $500,000. 

Gaus Arrested in 1909. 

Gaus was taken in custedy by city de- 
tectives May 7, 100%, two months after 
the destruction by fire of the box man- 
ufacturing plant of Henry Gaus & Sons. 
at Clinton and Main streets. He alleged 
he had been arrested at the instance of 
the defendants as a result of an inves- 
tigation of the Gaus fire made by thé 
Fire Prevention Bureau and was de- 
prived of his liberty several hours be- 
fore getting bond. He was not prose- 
cuted. 

The defendant denied responsibility 
for the arrest of Gaus. Henley said that 
he and his employes conducted an in- 
vestigation and ‘simply reported to then 
Chief of Police E. P. Creecy what had 
been learned. On account of aliexed 
suspicious circumstances, the Case Was 
turned over to the detective depart- 
ment, and the plaintiff, according io 
testimony, was taken before James H. 
Smith, at the time Chief of Detectives, 
to be questioned. Smith testified that 
he pronounce’ the plaintiff’s arrest 
prematuré ai. ‘that Henley had insist- 
ed something done. 

Pipe Plugged, Says Refense. 

The defense exhibited a section of a 
steamer pipe taken from a fire plug near 
the plant in which it was averred Hen- 
ley’s agents had found a wooden plug. 
It also was charged that at 9 p. m., 
four hours after the fire, it was found 
that the street valve, which fed 1800 
water spouts in the Gaus factory, had 
heen turned off. It was charged that 
none of these spouts proved effective 
at the fire and-that the big plant was 
practically consumed 15 minutes after 
the fire started. 

Gaus denied that he knew anything 
about the plug in the steamer connec- 
tion or t' mhutting off of we atfeat 
valve. His counsel intimated that this 
might have been done after the fire and 
while the investigation was in progress 
for ulterior reasons. 

The Gaus company carried heavy fira 
insurance policies and has obtained ver- 
dicts, according to its counsel, for about 
$179,000, om account of such policies. 
These cases have been appealed. 


TARIFF CONFEREES’ PLANS 
TO FINISH WORK UPSET 


Stoné Wants Duty on Lead and 
Zinc, and Johnson ‘on Cotton 


Products. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Hopes of 
the tariff conferees to complete their 
work yesterday except as to the tax on 
cotton futures were upset by the deter- 
mination of Senator Stone of Missouri, 
and Senator Johnson of Maine, to in- 
sist upon protective rates on zinc and 
lead ores and on cotton yarns and 
cloths. 

Stone said he would insist that the 
preferential rate. be kept and Johnson 
roaintained that the cotton mills of New 
England should be protected to the ex- 
tent of 2% per cent more than the House 
was willing to allow. 

The committee will meet again today, 
but the gathering is expected to be only 
perfunctory.

Lashly insisted on pre 
senting to the jury the legal defini- 
tion of insanity, “A physical disease 
of the brain affecting one or more of 
the faculties so as to render a per- 
son incapable of distinguishing right 
from wrong in a special act charged.”

St. Louis, Because of Defective 
Laws, Lags Behind Cities of 


East, He Says, 


to the Health Depart- 
city charter jis so 
full of flaws that efficiency is handi- 
capped and the public health jeopar- 
dized, according to Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff in an address to the 
Board of Freeholders Thursday night. 

With charter provisions giving the 
Health Department broader powers St 
Louis could be made the healthiest: city 
in the universe, Dr. Starkloff said. He 
declared that the departmen: should 
have arbitrary power to condemn ani 
abate nuisance, and that every police 
officer should be at the same time a 
sanitary officer charged with power aud 
responsibility of enforcing healih laws. 

In matters affecting the public health 
the department should possess legisla- 
tive powers and not be dependent upon 
the whims and caprices of the Munici- 
pal Assembly, he said. Only one healtu 
ordinance had been passed by the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly during the last two 
years, Dr. Starkloff deciared, and one 
important ordinance for the protection 
of the public heaith was unanimously 
repealed by the House of Delegates. 
That was the ordinance requiring the 
screening of all establishments handling 
food. This was done in the interest of 
the men dealing in food products and 
directly against the interests of the 
public, he said. 

Prosecutions Generally Dismissed. 

Dr. Starkloff explained that the de.- 
partment worked under severe handt- 
caps in the abatement of nuisances. ‘i'o 
get a case through the court at least 
three inspections were necessary, anid 
the prosecutions generally were dis- 
missed by the court if the accused could 
show that he had abated the nuisance, 
regardless of the length of time 
nuisance had been running. 

The power ought to be lodged in the 
Health Departtnent io deal with these 
matters without he ing to depend upon 
prosecutions, he argued. Political pres- 
sure was ‘always brought to bear t»9 
such an extent that the inpectors often 
were discourged, and finding their work 
undone by politicians, they became care- 
less and eventually inefficient.

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MAJOR AND THE SENATORSHIP 

‘There may or may not be truth in the persist- 
ent rumors that Gov. Major is being groomed for 
the senatorial campaign next year.

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WHY SO FEROCIOUS? 


By Frank Putnam. 

A perplexed male observer, recording his sen- 
sations in an esteemed contemporary, inquires: 

‘Why is it that women who don’t want to vote 
are so relentless in their opposition to those whé 
ao?” 

It is, probably, because they regard the suffra- 
fists as traitors to the sex. 

You remember what Patrick Henry said: “Live 
or die, sink or swim, survive or perish, give me 
liberty or give me death.” 

Patrick understood what liberty meant. He 
knew liberty meant liberty to win or to lose, to 
suffer as well as to enjoy, to make decisions and 
take the consequences, whether good or Il. 

The Tories of Henry’s time feared the revolu- 
tion he proposed. They were satisfied with the 
status quo. Or, if not wholly satisfied with it, 
they believed it better to endure the ills they 
had than fly to others which might prove worse. 
So the Tories opposed the revolutionists as sav- 
agely as the anti-suffs oppose the suffragists 
tceday. 

“Look out!” they cried. “You're tearing the 
foundation from under orderly society, and 
you'll involve us all in a common ruin if you 
don’t desist.” 

But a majority of the American colonists—or a 
majority of the fighters, the only kind that really 
count in determining issues—sided with Patrick 
Henry. There was general loss and misery just 
as the Tories predicted, and they lost most be- 
cause they had most to lose. 

The Tories were.doing very well before the 
Revolution. Being of the prosperous class, they 
vere able to summon up sufficient fortitude to 
endure the deprivations of those less prosperous. 
Very likely they believed, as some otherwise ex- 
cellent people today believe, it is heaven's will 
that a large portion of the human race, in all 
ceuntries, shall be submerged in involuntary pov- 
erty, below the law, outcast from agreeable social 
contact with more fortunate or wiser mortals. 

Folk who hold this opinion manage somehow 
tu rule most countries most of the time. Peri- 
odically the folk below revolt, in one way or an- 
There have been three revolutions in this 
country. The first established political equality 
among men, or led to its establishment by de- 
grees. The second abolished bond slavery. The 
third, now in progress and unlike the others work- 
ing out through political agencies, promises to go 
far toward establishing . economic equality 
among all free citizens of the republic. The 
revolutionists have captured the old Democratic 
party and through it have gained control of all 
but the most important branch of the Govern- 
ment. The Supreme Court, which finally passes 
upon, approving or annulling, all the vital laws, is 
still in its majority the creation of the Tories 
lately ejected from White House and Capitol. 

Whence arises the demand for votes for wom- 
en? Why, naturally enough, it comes from the 
ranks of the 7,000,000 American women who are 
wholly or partially supporting themselves with 
their own labor in gainful occupation. Whence 
the opposition? ‘With equal propriety, from the 
ranks of the mothers, wives, sisters and daughters 
of the prosperous. Exceptions? Certainly. But 
the main division {s as stated, beyond argument. 

Women asking for the ballot are asking for the 
new freedom (economic and more than economic), 
they believe it will bring them. Perhaps if they 
had not been crowded out of safe domesticity in 
such amazing numbérs, they might not have 
asked for votes. Men who oppose woman's suf- 
frage, who think the demand rests solely upon 
the economic basis, and who hope to suppress it 
by reorganizing industty so that men will once 
more be able to maintain women in safe domes- 
ticity, believe that. I do not. It seems to me 
woman’s demand for the ballot was bound to 
come, as a result of admitting female children to 
public education on an equality with male chil- 
dren. 

That was where the dominant males made their 
fatal blunder. They should have kept their 
daughters’ brains bound in ignorance of the real 
world, as revealed in literature, mathematics, his- 
tory, the sciences, philosophy and art. Now that 
women have been permitted to know as ntuch 
about the world as men, it is too late to withhold 
from them that weapon with which the freeman 
—or freewoman—is presumed to preserve human 
liberty. 

Had our industrial system not been revolu- 
tionized by machinery, and had the new-time 
home not been forced to.permit its daughters to 
g© forth like its sons to engage in the » la 
struggle for bread, the demand of the educated 
women for the ballot would have been academic. 
Under the new industrial order it is properly re- 
garded as vital to their economic welfare, They 
were forced into economic competition with men 
who were yesterday their “natural protectors 
and providers,” and tn that competition they have 
found some lure that leads them forward.
